GENOCIDE COMMITTED IN TANZANIA TERRITORY BY RWANDANS. 
SHIJA COMMENTED THAT TANZANIA WOULD NOT WANT TO BE SEEN AS 
PROTECTING "THOSE WHOM WE HAVE CONDEMNED.** 

4. COMMENT: WE WERE SURPRISED THAT SHIJA WENT AS FAR AS 
HE DID AND DO NOT CONSIDER THIS TD BE TANZANIA'S LAST WORO 
ON THE SUBJECT. AS REPORTED IN REFS B AND C, WE HAVE 
DOUBTS ON TANZANIA'S ABILITY TD DETAIN INDIVIDUAL RWANDANS 
SUSPECTED OF WAR CRIMES AND TO MAINTAIN SECURITY IN THE 
CAMPS. WE POINTED OUT TO SHIJA THAT TANZANIA HAS DEPLOYED 
ONLY FIFTY POLICEMEN TO ENSURE SECURITY FOR 500,000 
REFUGEES. SHIJA ACKNOWLEDGED ONLY THAT THERE WERE 
PRACTICAL PROBLEMS TO BE WORKED OUT. WE MAY HAVE 
ADDITIONAL INFORMATION AFTER UNHCR SEP KOLUOE OOHERTY 
RAISES THE ISSUE WITH PRESIDENT MW1NY1 DURING HIS TOUR OF 
THE REFUGEE CAMPS THIS WEEK. THE AMBASSADOR WILL ALSO 
RAISE THE ISSUE IN A MEETING WITH HOME AFFAIRS MINISTER 
AUGUSTINE MRENA ON OCTOBER 28 IN MOSHI. 

5. POST WOULD APPRECIATE ANY INFORMATION ADDRESSES HAVE 
ON PRESIDENT MWINYI'S OFFER OF ARUSHA AS A VENUE FOR THE

2. AMBASSADOR AND REFOFF (NOTE TAKER) SOUGHT THE TANZANIAN 
POSITION ON THE JURISDICTION OF THE WAR CRIMES TRIBUNAL 
FROM JOSEPH SHIJA, ACTING DIRECTOR OF THE LEGAL AND 
MULTILATERAL COOPERATION AFFAIRS OIVISION IN THE MINISTRY 
OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS. SHIJA MADE THE FOLLOWING POINTS: 

-TANZANIA SUPPORTS THE IDEA OF ESTABLISHMENT OF AN 
INTERNATIONAL WAR CRIMES TRIBUNAL. 

-TANZANIA SUPPORTS THE IDEA THAT THE EXISTING WAR CRIMES 
TRIBUNAL FOR YUGOSLAVIA SHOULD DEAL WITH RWANDA. IT IS 
MUCH QUICKER TO USE EXISTING MECHANISMS. THE SECRETARY 
GENERAL SHOULD APPOINT NEW JUDGES AND PROSECUTORS FOR 
RWANDA. 

•PRESIDENT MWINYI OFFERED SECRETARY GENERAL THE USE OF 
ARUSHA AS A VENUE FOR THE WAR CRIMES TRIBUNAL IF 
INTERNATIONAL FINANCIAL SUPPORT WAS PROVIDED. 


-TANZANIA HAS AGREED TO DETAIN THOSE RWANDANS WHO HAVE 
BEEN ALLEGED TO HAVE COMMITTED GENOCIDE OR WAR CRIMES BOTH 
INSIDE RWANDA AND INSIDE THE REFUGEE CAMPS IF THERE IS 
REASONABLE SUSPICION. 

3. SHIJA CONCLUDED THAT TANZANIA WOULD ACCEPT
